It  is  well  sometimes  to  stop  in  uur  jour¬ 
ney  through  life,  and  look  back  over  the 
past,  thence  to  gather  lessons  of  exjierier.ce, 
and  prepare  as  much  as  possible,  fur  the 
vicissitudes  of  the  future.  Among  the  con¬ 
venient  and  befitting  seasons  for  iliis  useful 
retrus|iection,  none  certainly  are  more  suit¬ 
able  than  the  lust  hours  of  the  dying,  urtlic 
first  of  the  new-born  year.  Titough  lime 
is  ever  rolling  on,  and  though  the  close  and 
rommeneement  of  our  year  are  only  eon- 
ventional  among  the  civilized  nations  of  the 
earth,  unmarked  by  any  of  the  obvious 
changes  of  tlie  natural  world,  education 
has  taught  us  to  feel  that  it  is  more  than 
an  ordinary  season.  It  is  a  kind  of  breath¬ 
ing-place  in  our  hasty  journey,  where  all 
Bceni  to  halt  fur  a  liule  season,  some  for 
one  purpose  and  some  for  another. 

The  gay  make  it  a  time  of  festivity  and 
joy— of  dance,  and  mirth,  and  song.  In 
the  hilarity  of  the  present  hour,  they  think 
not  of  the  pttst.  Its  sorrows  and  its  joys, 
are  all  forgotten  in  their  dreams  of  the  fu¬ 
ture.  Some  flowers  may  have  liided  from 
their  circle — the  fair  and  tlic  hiniutifiil,  may 
have  gone  down  to  the  dust,  since  their  lust 
New-Year's  festival  of  pleasure,  but  they 
are  remembered  no  more.

And  it  heroines  douhly  so,  when,  us  in  the 
present  instance,  it  hapiiens  on  a  day  set 
apart  fur  devotional  exercises  and  mural  in- 
striictiun.  May  we  not,  then,  improve  a 
few  minutes  in  contemplating  the  vicissi¬ 
tudes  of  the  past  year,  and  in  cnde.avoring 
to  gain  wisdom  front  its  lessons  to  sanctity 
and  guide  us  in  coming  time  ?

The  vanity  of  hiimun  life,  and  the  un¬ 
certain  tenure  by  which  wc  liold  all  eartlily 
enjoyments,  has  ever  been  the  favorite 
theme  of  the  moralist.  There  is  some¬ 
thing  in  the  thought,  that  a  few  days  more 
will  cut  us  off  from  the  land  of  the  living, 
which  cannot  hut  aflcct  even  the  most  un¬ 
thinking  and  giddy.  It  is  not  singular, 
thcrcibre,  that  the  virtuous  of  all  classes 
have  ever  wished  to  impress  upon  the  mind 
the  solemn  fait,  that  our  earthly  pilgrimage 
is  short.

We  liuve  seen  sonic  start 
witli  us  on  tiic  year  that  is  pu>t,  full  ut 
health,  and  expeetution,  and  hope.  Their 
dreams  were  as  hright,  and  their  prospects 
os  fair,  us  our  own.  They  thought  as  little 
of  the  great  Destroyer  as  we.  No  word 
of  warning  was  whis|K.red  in  their  ears,  and 
for  a  while  they  moved  on  with  us.  But 
where  are  they  now  f  They  are  not  by 
our  side.  Their  lips  Inive  greeted  iis  wiiii 
no  “  liappy  New-Vear."’  We  speak  tlieir 
natnc— we  euil  upon  them,  hut  they  answer 
us  not.  Oh,  iiieinory,  thou  will  eome  to 
remove  our  suspense.  The  grave,  the 
grave  !— that  has  claimed  them  lor  its  own, 
and  we  are  left  to  mourn  and  weep. 

It  ever  was,  and  ever  will  he  thus.  The 
brightest  flowers  soonest  lade,  and  the  dear¬ 
est  to  our  hearts  too  olieii  lirst  pass  away. 
These  are  the  elianges  of  time  tlnit  sear  the 
heart.  And  in  iu>  hour  is  our  sorrow  mori 
poignant  than  in  one  like  this,  whin  we 
stop  to  look  hack  on  the  past  and  feel  lln.t 
some  ol  our  Irieiids  huvi-  gone  the  way  oi 
all  the  earth,  since  our  last  New-Vear. — 
Thus  it  is,  that  we  spend  our  years  as  a 
talc  that  is  told.  Thougli  we  know  full 
well  that  thoirsorrows  are  chilling  realities. 

Beloved  rriends — W«;  have  just  sighed 
our  requiem  to  the  di-parteil  year.  An¬ 
other  great  division  of  our  time  is  gone  to 
return  no  more.  Another  portion  of  our 
pilgrimage  is  linisheJ.  Its  sorrows  and  its 
joys— its  hopes  and  its  ilisajipointmcnts, 
are  for  the  future  to  live  only  in  memory. 
We  are  now  entering  iipi  n  another  year, 
perhaps  with  high  anticipations,  only  to  see 
them  blasted — indulging  joyous  hopes,  only 
to  be  disappointed. 

May  we  not  here  profitably  contemplate 
fur  a  moment,  the  scimc  through  which  we 
arc  passing?  “If  in  the  com i.  ei icemen t 
we  give  loose  rein  to  imagination,  and  he* 
lieve  human  life  to  be  such  as  wc  caul  I  wish, 
in  the  end  we  shall  probably  rea]>  oidy  the 
bitter  fruits  of  disappointment.  If  on  the 
other  hand,  we  sutler  our  spirits  to  he  de¬ 
pressed,  we  shall  deny  ourselvc-s  much  of 
the  happiness  within  our  reach,  and  pass 
our  days  in  darkness  utid  gloom.”  Let  us, 
therefore,  learn  from  tlie  past  what  wc  can 
expect  fur  the  future,  and  lie  prepared  for 
whatever  of  weal  or  wo  may  yet  await  us. 

The  world  is  a  state  of  trial.  It  admits 
of  no  perfection.  Its  hriglitest  skies  arc 
uhaded  by  passing  clouds.  Its  purest  joys 
are  embittered  by  some  mixture  of  sorrow. 
The  sunny  scenes  througli  which  we  are 
permitted  to  pass,  are  afu-r  all  cluthcil  with 
delusive  loveliness,  and  too  ollen  wear  only 
imaginary  beauty.  But  it  is  not  well  to 
indulge  tn  melancholy  reflections.  The 
world,  if  not  so  blessed  as  the  Poet's  ima¬ 
gination  would  make  it,  is  far  better  titan  it 
appears  to  the  jaundiceil  eye  of  the  hypo¬ 
chondriac.  Though  it  boasts  no  perfect 
bliss,  it  seldom— never,  justilies  cold  dejec  ¬ 
tion  and  despair.  Wc  should  reinemlHT 
that  it  IS  a  scene  of  active  employment.  It 
has  enough  of  happiness  to  bind  lis  to  it. 
yet  not  so  much  but  that  sufl'ering  and  dis¬ 
appointment  can  reconcile  us  to  leave  it.— 


It  is  wisely  fitted  for  our  preaeiil  purjiose— 
a  school  adapted  to  our  ctrcumsiaiieis  and 
wants.  Would  we  reflect  as  we  ought  on 
our  preset:!  state,  we  siiuultl  rejoice  in  the 
blessings  infniile  W  isdom  sics  lit  to  con¬ 
fer,  and  bow  in  submission  wlien  they  are 
withheld. 

We  are  too  likely  to  forget  the  shortness 
if  lile,  and  to  feel  and  act  as  if  this  world 
was  our  home  and  our  “  continuing  eiiy.” 
In  the  enjoyment  of  healtli  and  happiness, 
sitrronndeil  by  blessings,  sharing  the  soi  ie- 
ly  and  friendhliip  of  those  we  love,  llie  uii- 
\vi  Icome  thought  sehloiii  ic.tru.lis,  that  our 
“  days  are  passed  away  as  tlie  swill  ships  ; 
as  the  eagle  that  Iiasli  ih  to  the  |)rey.”  We 
witness  almost  ilaily  ll-.e  sable  Itcarseand 
the  melani  holy  proetssion.  We  iiitii  at 
every  turn  the  dark  haljilimeiitsof  mourn¬ 
ing,  and  “the  weeds  ol  wo.”  We  sei 
evi-ry  day  llu*  bereaved  parent,  llu!  weeping 
liroiher  or  sister,  the  w  iilow  in  hcri.llheiioii, 
and  the  helpless  orphan.  'I'he  worUl  is 
liill  of  sorrow,  tlie  lo:nli  ultiTs  its  still,  but 
eloquent  voice,  and  tlie  very  air  we  Ln-atbe 
tells  us  of  de«-ay  and  dealli.

How  painful  in  that  trying 
hour,  must  he  the  recollection  of  ncgleeleil 
op|)orluiiities,  and  missjicnl  time,  of  almsed 
eonfidence,  slighted  friends,  and  itijnreil 
enemies ;  and  no  privilege  left  to  mak< 
reparation  and  correct  our  errors.  Could 
we  be  taught  to  realize  that  lliis  world  is 
not  onr  home,  how  much  better,  and  eoiise- 
qncntly,  liow  much  happier,  might  we  live. 
TheJillle  vexations  we  now  meet,  would  hi 
looked  ii|)on  as  trials  only  of  onr  virtue  and 
patience.  Thcdisap|u>iiiiiiients  we  now  suf¬ 
fer,  would  be  regarded  as  kind  ell:lstiseInelll^ 
I'rom  an  all-wise  Parent,  caleiilated  to  weaii 
our  afl’eelions  from  a  delusive  world,  aiui 
raise  them  to  things  etc  rnal  in  the  heavc*ns. 

In  order,  however,  to  mak'i  the  best  im¬ 
provement  by  the  services  of  this  New- 
Year's  season,  we  must  i-arefully  review  the 
past,  and  reflect  on  the  course  of  eonduiM 
we  have  hitherto  pursued,  and  the  fee  lings 
we  have  indulged.

mourners,  or  wiieiln  r  he  is  truly  ;lll^jolls  to 
forewarn  liis  hearers  of  the  dangers  of  surl. 
a  day,  or  whitlnr  the  desenpttoii  is  to 
■muse  his  auJieitcv  witli  a  ‘Mourh  of  tin 
teriihle,”  and  show  his  oratorical  power.  1 
will  not  decide— ^utliec  it  to  say,  tins  up- 
petrs  to  be  his  delighiful  subject.  tSonu- 
times  he  selects  a  passage  of  a*(  ripiure  for 
his  text,  which  the  superficial  observer  ot 
the  Bible  would  say  was  a  foutidution  f  >r 
such  a  subject.  At  other  times  he  selects 
passages  more  remote  ;  but  whetlu  r  reniotc 
or  seemingly  allied  to  his  favorite  subji  ct, 
all  his  discourses,  it  is  said,  tend  to  tiiis  one 
end,  vix.— an  illustration  of  his  awlul  and 
terrible  day. 

Now  let  us  examine  this  subject,  upon 
which  he  dwells  so  tnuch.  There  can  la- 
no  harm  in  the  examination,  if  it  l)c  con* 
ducted  with  a  proper  spirit — we  shall,  how¬ 
ever,  be  under  the  necessity  of  examining  it 
on  Calvinistic  principles,  fie  is  a  Calvin¬ 
ist— a  Close  Communion  Baptist.  Let  us 
treat  him  as  such,  and  in  connexion  with 
his  subject— a  day  of  judgment  anti  final 
separation  in  the  human  family,  atid  end¬ 
less  misery.  As  the  Elder  made  use  of  Itts 
text  lo  convey  the  idea  of  an  event  yet  to 
take  place,  and  thnt  too  in  coiiiK  xioii  witli 
the  resurrection  of  the  whole  hu  n  m  family 
from  mortality  to  i'limoriality,  and  dwelt  on 
it  without  rcg.ir  I  to  the  t/mr’,  itncndcd  by  the 
a[)osile.  in  tlie  eonti  s',  by  oilu-r  apostle®, 
and  by  Jesus  i.i  nself ;  we  will  query  ac¬ 
cordingly.  The  Cider  repres,.  tits  this  event 
as  follows

each  give  an  account  of  themselves  lo  the 
Judge,  for  every  thou  riit,  word  and  action. 
Every  one  will,  in  lliat  great  day,  he  bronghi 
up,  and  beexa  nine  I  for  tnem  e  ves.  Each 
will  lie  inquired  of.  by  the  Ju.lgc,  for  him 
or  herself,  respecting  every  met  ting  the} 
have  attended— every  merting  they  have 
disregarded— every  sermon  tln-y  have  heard 
and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  ire:ift!d 
them.  Every  idle  word  they  have  nitereil — 
eVvi-y  v.tm  Ibougbt  th  n  it  is  enter, -d  iheii 
hcuris,’’  ii.’.  .\ow  let  ns  suppose  nil  this 
tr;n^— true  in  every  piirtieiilar.  Eiclt  t»ne 
gives  arracconiit  for  himself,  sep  irit.  ly,  lor 
every  ihoujtht.  wor  I  and  deed,  throit  r,)  the 
whole  course  of  his  life.  .Adm.t  all  tliis  lile- 
rally  true ;  I  usk,  ho-.v  long  would  the  judg¬ 
ment  day  coniinue,  Indore  eueh  wtai  il  re¬ 
ceive  his  destiny  ?  Would  it  not  take  as 
many  ages,  as  there  ever  have  l>t-en,  or  ever 
will  be,  human  beings  since  the  creation  ol 
the  first  mail  in  tlie  <gar  hm  ?  And  if  so, 
how  many  millions  of  ages  will  the  i’uli- 
meni  day  continue  ?  Now.  does  the  Eliler 
believe  in  such  a  protractetl  day  of  judgnjeni 
as  this  1  The  thing  is  possible  to  he  a»-eom  ■ 
lished  by  the  Deily,  I  admit — '  ui  is  it  pro- 
able?.  And  does  if  e  Eldt  r  beli«-ve  it  when 
he  preaches  it  to  odn-rs?  Doublfii!. 

But  suppose  we  admit  tlui  at-eoii’.t  Irit^. 
Suppose  millions  and  millions  of  ages  had 
been  spent  in  examining  the  faults  and  fruil- 
lietof  weak,  finite,  and  fallible  Hian— would 


this  be  interesting  to  the  children  of  men? 
V\  imlil  it  be  interesting  loeneli  one  to  lienr 
a  r.-caj  itiiialioii  of  bis  own  faiilts  and  imper- 
fee'.ions,  and  the  limits  aiv.l  iniperreelioiis  ol 
til  Ins  otbi-r  fellon'  beinus  I  or  would  this 
.oiig  aee,>iiiit  of  folly  bo  inti  resting  to  an- 
i«-ls  ?  or  would  il  bo  so  to  tlie  Ueily  who  is 
iiitiiiite  III  wisdom  ?  And  alter  all  tlie  ex- 
iimiiiiition,  ivouhl  it  aiiiouiil  to  any  tiling 
more  or  less  tbnii  this,  that  all  mankind  bail 
iM-eii  foiiiiil  guilty— ill  li.ul  siime  I— and,  in 
ilie  liiiiguagc  of  tferiptiire,  would  not  every 
oiiHitli  be  stopped  uiid  all  the  world  bt-eume 
guilty  heforetlod  ?  .\llhad  done  some  good, 
truly.  But  renii  iiiber,  t!i  s  was  all  of  Cod. 
It  was  the  free,  imbought,  unmerited  favor 
of  Uo.l.  Ily  that  light  wliieli  lighteth  eve¬ 
ry  man  that  eometh  into  the  world,  all  liad 
done  some  good.  On  the  oilier  hand,  all 
bad  clone  evil.  These  propositions  eamint 
be  denied.  Lnsk  again,  where  is  tlie  uliliry 
ur  the  necessity  of  spending  millions  and 
millions  of  ages  to  ascertain  the  liict  that 
all,  throngh  the  grace  of  Goil,  had  done 
some  good ;  and  all,  through  the  device  of 
Satan,  had  dune  some  evil?  Has  infinite 
Wisdom  no  better  employment  for  his  ofl- 
spring?  iSlinll  the  Deity,  because  he  has 
made  his  creatures  subject  to  vanity  for  an 
age,  prolong  that  vanity  in  consequence 
thereof,  ilirough  millions  of  ages? 

Blit  if  the  Elder  should  say  he  did  not 
believe  ibis  gr  at  day  would  be  protracted 
to  so  great  a  Unftli,  Ineausc  Deily,  being 
omniscient,  could  c;nn|ir(hend  at  once,  all 
iliintrs  past,  |.r,  sent  aii;l  liiturc — if  this  is 
tlie  Elder’s  jdea.  why  not  say  it  in  so  many 
words  ?  NN  by  not  preach  it  that  thy  prtaeh- 
iiig  may  he  profitable?  Why  not  allow  that 
t'te  Dtiiy  noie judges  tin;  world,  and  renders 
1 1  every  man  aceoriling  lo  his  works?  that 
He  jn.'lires  the  earth  witii  his  righteousness, 
and  his  people  with  equity  ?  Why  not  al¬ 
low  witli  the  wise  man,  and  preach,  that 
•m!i3  righteous  are  n-eoinpeiised  in  the 
earth,  mui  h  more  llic  wicked  and  the  sin¬ 
ner’’  Why  not  preach  with  the  Psalmist, 
“  V’erily  he  is  a  God  tint  judg.  ih  in  the 
eart'r  /  Why  pn-acli  that  He  puls  off  tiiis 
jiid  rment  several  ihonsainl  yeai-s.  tiiilil,  as 
you  s  .y,  '•  eierniiy  commenees,”  and  then 
oi-cnpiis  miilioiis  of  ages  in  judging?  Is 
siteli  preaching  eunsistcnl  ?  Will  it  be  said 
it  is  seiiptnr.il?  ‘‘.Voic  is  the  judgment 
of  this  world,’’  said  Jesus,  eiglilecn  hiiii- 
Ired  years  since.  What  authority  has  tlic 
Elder  for  leaching  tlie  people  that  the  jtidg- 
lu-nt  lias  not  yet  eonimeiii-ed  !  But  let  its 
examine  lliis  protracted  jnd|fmei’,t  a  little 
further,  ac,'ordiiig  to  tlie  Eider’s  belief,  as 
a  G.dvi  list.  He  preaches  the  iloctrine,  that 
wlieu  people  die,  tliey  tro  immediately  to 
heaven  or  hell— that  their  liestiny  is  then- 
fix  d  for  eternity.  Of  what  use  tl  en.  or 
leces-ity  is  this  er--.  t  in  Igmcnf  day.  that 
oeeupii  s  so  ina  -y  millions  of  ages?  Is  i! 
to  asrerlaiil  wbetiu-r  luose  saliji-cts  shall  re- 
tnrii  to  ber.ven  or  hell  .i::ai:i  ?  or,  is  it  to 
make  a  sreat  show  am!  pe.ra-le?  llavesnnn 
fono  lo  liell  who  oa 'hi  not  ?  or  ii  ive  soai< 
.ro-ie  to  heaven,  who  aiioitld  have  been  sent 
to  hell  ?  Poes  tlie  Deity  need  to  review  bis 
decisions  1  It  is  iuUy  to  suppose  this. 


But  we  have  another  side  of  this  judgment 
to  examine,  urcurding  to  the  Elder's  belief 
ami  preac.iiiig.  It  is  pretended  that  every 
man  is  judged  and  rewarded  in  the  future 
stale,  according  to  his  works  in  this.  But 
does  this  (loeirine  hold  true,  whin  it  is  ad¬ 
mitted  that  though  a  man  has  simn'd,  as 
with  a  cart  rope,  his  whole  life,  and  is  con¬ 
demned  as  a  iinirderer,  and  liow,  ns  he  is 
about  to  be  ext  ruted  on  the  gallows,  he  re¬ 
pents,  is  pardoned,  escapes  the  rewnnl  of 
a  vicious  life,  and  tliroiigli  faith,  receives 
heaven  and  eternal  happiness,  and  has  im¬ 
puted  unto  him  the  rigbteousnes.s  of  Christ  ? 

Is  this  rewarding  aeeordiiig  to  the  deeds 
done  in  the  bcnly,  if  it  tie  a  fact,  according 
to  Cahiiiistic  prineiplts,  that  mankind  do 
not  receive  in  this  life,  according  to  the 
deeds  dune  in  this  lile?  Where  does  this 
man  receive  according  to  his  deeds  ?  Not 
in  this  lite,  it  is  contended.  Where  then? 

In  the  future?  No ;  for  he  has  escaped  on 
the  righteousness  of  another,  which  was  im¬ 
puted  to  him,  and  gone  to  heaven.  Where 
tlicn  dcK-s  he  receive  according  to  the  wick¬ 
edness  of  his  life?  It  must  be  admitted, 
that  he  does  not  receive  according  to  hiS 
deeds  at  all.  W’hy  then  contend  for  a  day 
of  judgment  in  the  future  tvorld,  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  him,  and  rendering  to  him 
according  to  his  deeds?  Let  ns  imagine 
liim  at  the  bar  of  bis  Judge,  some  thou¬ 
sands  of  years  hence.  He  is  interrogated 
as  follows  : — What  have  been  the  deeds  of 
your  whole  life?  Give  tlic  account,  for  you 
must  be  judged  and  receive  accordingly.— 
,intiver.  1  Imve  lived  a  vicious  life,  indeed. 

I  have  lived  in  wii-kedness  continually.— 
But  liavc  you  done  no  good  ?  have  you  not 
been  (ngaged  in  the  cause  of  religion,  and 
Cliristiaiiity  ?  No.  Have  you  net  given 
meat  to  the  hungry?  No.  Have  you  not 
given  drink  to  the  tliirsty?  No.  Have 
you  not  clothed  the  naked  ?  No.  Have  you 
not  visited  the  sick,  and  those  in  prison? 
No.  But  have  you  not  administered  these 
tilings  to  of  your  brethren  ?  No.  What 

have  you  done  tlironglt  a  long  life?  I  have 
led  a  vicious  and  dissolute  liti— I  have  been 
a  liar — a  robber— a  murderer — and  finally. 

I  was  executed  upon  the  gallows !  But  how 
iben  can  you  expect  lo  be  saved,  and  re¬ 
ceived  on  the  right  band?  I  expect  it  by 
the  imputed  righteousness  of  Clirist.  At 
what  time  was  this  righteousness  imputed, 
to  you  ?  While  I  was  on  the  gallows— just 
beliiri!  my  execution— and,  furthermore,  I 
have  been  in  lieaveit  several  thousand  years 
— yen,  I'rom  the  time  of  my  death  to  the  ' 
present  pcriial.  I  expect  heaven,  therefore. 
MS  a  saint,  and  ns  one  of  the  elect.  He  is 
received  on  the  ricbl  hand.  Now,  Elder 
Fuller,  do.-s  this  man  receive  according  to 
deeds  done  in  bis  body,  or  through  life?— 
Pause  and  eonsirie'.  A.  C.

On  Tuesday.  lOili  iilt.,  I  find;  leave  of 
my  family  and  home,  to  fulfil  siii  ap|)oiut- 
nicnt  previously  made  ia  Augusta,  Oiitida 
county.  In  the  cvenincr,  I  lectured  at  the 
village  of  McLean,  twenty-tliree  miles  from 
my  residence.  In  this  place  I  have  <!eliver- 
ed  five  discourses,  three  of  them  this  winter, 
to  full  eoagregatioas.  W  Idle  here,  and  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  clo-e  of  divine  service, 
agreeably  to  previous  public  notice,  a  s«»cicty 
was  duly  organized,  which  will,  in  all  pro¬ 
bability,  very  soon  consist  of  forty  or  fifty 
worthy  and  well  informed  members.  With 
this  society  I  have  engaged  to  labor  one  Sab¬ 
bath  in  a  month,  during  the  ensuing  year, 
commencing  in  April.  On  Wednesday,  1 
rode  to  Virgil  Corners,  at  which  place  1 
hare  preached  one  erening  in  a  month  for 
some  time  past.  Here  resides  our  venera¬ 
ble  and  beloved  Br.  Dr.  A.  Green,  who  has 
been  so  often  reported  as  a  renouncing  Uni- 
Temalist.  He  is  in  good  health— has  con¬ 
siderable  medical  practice,  and  preaches  oc> 
cnsionally.  At  this  place  we  had  an  over¬ 
flowing  house.and  here  we  have  many  warm 
friends. 

On  Thursday  evening  attended  a  lecture 
at  Truxton.  At  this  place,  our  esteemed 
Br.  N.  Doolittle  has  labored  for  some  time 
past,  one-fourth  of  the  time,  with  good  suc¬ 
cess.  A  good  society  might,  and  1  trust 
teiti,  shortly,  be  organized  in  this  place. 

On  Friday  evening  1  arrived  at  the  house 
of  my  beloved  brother,  Amos  Chase,  Knox’s 
Comers,  in  Augusta.  There  1  spent  the 
night  and  succet  ding  day  with  much  sat¬ 
isfaction,  in  social  converse  with  my  old 
friends,  neighbors  and  relatives,  fntni  whom 
I  had  been  absent  aliout  thr(*e  y’ears ;  and 
with  whom  1  liad  previously  resided  and  as¬ 
sociated  about  ten  years,  and  mingled  in 
Ihcir  sensations  of  joy  and  sorrow.  In  this 
place  is  deposited  the  remains  of  an  nflec- 
tionnte  Motheb,  who  departed  this  life  in 
January,  1823.

Wednesday,  returned  to  Augusta,  from 
wlience,  tnking  leave  of  my  friends,  I  pro¬ 
ceeded  on  Thursday,  19th,  to  Stockbridge 
Hollow,  where  I  had  the  pleasure  of  ten¬ 
dering  the  Gospel  to  a  large  collection  ol 
friends,  in  the  new  Methodist  clia[)el  in  that 
place — tarried  througli  the  night,  and  shared 
the  hospitality  of  our  worthy  friend.  Col. 
Wilson.  Here  might  be  organized  a  large 
and  respectable  society.  \Ve  hope  it  will 
soon  he  attended  to. 

Friday  evening,  1  preached  a  second  lec¬ 
ture  at  Truxlon — tarried  through  the  night 
with  Esq.

Saturday,  21st,  left  Truxton  in  thcmnrn- 
inir.  and  arrived  at  my  own  flour  about  se¬ 
ven  o’clock  in  the  evening,  feeling  devoutly 
thankful  to  God  for  the  continuation  of  his 
extensive  goodness  towards  me  and  mine, 
and  nil  the  world.

Agreeably  to  public  notice,  n  number  ol 
brethren  from  the  ctiurities  of  Crawford, 
Hifrrison,  Perry  and  Pike,  met  in  the  town 
of  L(  avenworth.  Crawford  county,  Ind.  on 
the 30th  f)f  Septemlter,  1631.  and  organize<l 
the  meeting,  hy  choosing  Br.  Moses  Boon, 
Moderator,  and  fFiUiain  Course,  Clerk. 

I  1.  Voted,  unanimously,  that  the  persons 
composing  this  meeting,  form  themselves 
into  an  Association,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  “  First  Association  of  Univer- 
salists  of  the  State  of  Indiana." 

2.  Chose  Brs.  William  Course,  Live 
Einman,  George  Ewing.  Philip  Pierce, 
and  E.  B.  Mann,  to  draft  a  constitution. 

3.  Chose  Brs.  William  Vaughan,  Abra¬ 
ham  Freeman,  Horatio  Sharp,  Nicholas 
Vaughan,  Thomas  Capehnrt,  John  Cooper, 
and  Jesse  Chappie,  to  draft  resolutions  ex¬ 
pressive  of  the  objects  of  this  Association. 
Adjourned. 

4.  Saturday  evening,  October  1,  met 
according  to  adjournment. 

5.  Chose  Br.  Live  Kinman,  Modera¬ 
tor.  in  the  place  of  Br.  Boon,  declined. 

6.  The  committee  appointed  to  draft  a 
rnnstitution  reported  the  same,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

7.  Voted,  that  Brs.  James  Van  Winkle, 
David  Griggs.  Gad  Chapin,  Ewing  S. 
Brown,  Lorenzo  Chapin,  and  John  Pup- 
ham  he  receiveil  as  members  of  this  Asso¬ 
ciation.

13.  Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  of 
this  Association  be  published  in  the  Sentinel 
and  Star  in  the  West,  and  in  the  Magazine 
and  Advocate. 

14.  Resolved,  That  this  Association  ad¬ 
journ  to  meet  again  at  Rome,  Perry  county, 
Indiana,  on  the  Friday  preceding  the  first 
Sunday  in  October,  1832.

Three  discourses  were  delivered  on  tha 
occasion,  hy  Br.  Muiin,  in  a  neat  briek 
meeting-liouse  built  by  the  sor  iety  in  this 
place,  and  their  friends,  to  a  large  number 
of  attentive  heerers,  and  as  the  eye  chanced 
tt»  rest  upon  the  congregation,  numbers 
might  be  seen  wh(»se  rountenanres  were 
lighted  up  with  a  smile  of  joy  that  spoke 
tlieir  feelings  better  than  they  could  describe 
them— and  as  for  myself  I  can  truly  say 
tliat  I  rejoiced  in  a  world’s  salvation.  How 
lost  to  feeling  must  the  heart  be  that  could  . 
not!  Our  Association  was  principally 
formed  of  men  whose  heads  were  silvered 
with  age.  many  of  whom  had  spent  the 
greater  part  of  their  Jives  in  the  belief  of  a 
“Partial  Saviour.”  The  business  of  the 
Association  was  conducted  with  the  greatest 
harmony  and  decorum,  and  all  parted  hap¬ 
py  in  the  thought,  if  life  lasted,  of  meeting 
each  otlier  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.  and  finally  of  meeting  the  whole 
human  family  when  that  ncrii^  shall  have 
arrived  when  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incor¬ 
ruptible.

RELIGIOUS  STATISTICS  OF  .MA1NF« 

A  Corresjwndent  of  the  New-York  Oh- 
■erver  furnishes  the  following  statement 
concerning  the  various  denominations  in 
Maine. 

••The  B^tists  have 210  churches,  130 
ministers,  22  li«*entiates,  and  n»*ar  15,000 
communicants,  in  this  State  ;  the  Consre- 
gationalists  hare  156  churches,  100  pastors, 
and  more  than  10.000  communicants;  tlic 
Methodists,  56  ministers,  and  more  tlian 
13,000  members ;  the  Free  ffill  Baptists, 
about  50  congregations  ;  the  Friends  about 
40  MctetMi ;  the  Unitarians,  12  socieUea. 
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8  ministers;  the  Episcopalians,  4  ministers; 
the  Roman  Catholics,  4  cliurches ;  the 
The  J\'en'- Jerusalem  church,  3  societies  ; 
and  llie  Unicersalists,  several  congrega¬ 
tions.'’ 

••  And  the  Univsrsalists,  several  congre¬ 
gations  ! !”  This  writer  could  learn  defi¬ 
nitely  respectitig  other  detiominntiotis,  hut 
the  Universalists  were  scarce  worth  naming. 

A  reason,  however,  ni.ay  be  foiiiid,  why  he 
could  not  give  us  much  informalion  rela¬ 
tive  to  Universalists  as  otlier  sects.  The 
fact  we  lielieve  is  that  there  are  about  50 
Universalist  ministers  in  that  Slate,  we 
know  tiot  exactly,  but  think  between  100 
and  200  societies,  and  probably  more  Uni¬ 
versalists  than  of  any  other  denoiiiination.

In  Septeiiiln  r  la-t.  in  Ha.'iic.  at  a  Bap¬ 
tist  oi  lit  days’  meet  ng.  t'  e  coiim  it  of  Asa  (,’iir- 
tis.  a  good  womar,  lo.-t  her  leison,  and  made  a 
vio'ciil  attempt  tn  cut  her  throat  w  i  h  rather  ii 
dull  case  kiiifc,  hut  was  prevented  from  com- 
pletiiig  her  ohjecl.  Her  language  is  iiinch  the 
same  ns  Ilarlen  Wilson’s.  Join  Jet. Kins  rc- 
eentlv  put  a  period  to  his  life,  in  (iiieeii*l.iirv, 
fiv  hanging  himself^ — the  cause  of  whii  h  some 
si'ipposu  to  he  despair;  however,  he  has  heeii 
a  [irofessor  of  religion  for  many  years,  and  was 
a  sfreimoiis  advocate  of  the  ilocirine  of  endless 
torment,  to  my  eertaiii  knowledge.

cti'i'i.al  bed.  Here  I  coii(;eive  die  tiiuii  contra- 
liicibd  “die  ttstmiony  of  all  Gorfs  huiv  proph¬ 
ets  since  lliewuilil  i.cgaii.”  'J'his  1  cuiiceiva 
to  be  die  "loiil”  n.c  ins,  beflirc  alluded  tu,  hut 
the  man  is  evidently  a  niatiiar— i  everti.elass, 
certain  fanatics  apj  ear  picaied,  and  shrug  up 
tlieir  shoulders,  ni.iJ  say,  “  i  coin-eive  Baiun  ia 
cand  d,  and  I.elieves  w  hat  l.c  says,’'  «A;c.  About 
tins  lime,  iSally,  the  wile  of  Hiram  Oraiidey,  a 
iiiciiii.er  of  the  Baptist  church,  niadeaii  attempt 
to  cut  her  throat  in  the  suine  neighborhond,  but 
missed  her  aim.  She  declared,  in  iny  pre¬ 
sence,  that  she  bad  sinned  away  the  day  of 
grace — that  God  had  no  love  nor  mercy  fur  her 
— that  she  shiiiild,  ere  long,  |ilunpe  into  eter¬ 
nal  hell — that  she  ciiiild  sec  seven  devils,  who 
hud  told  her  tu  cut  her  throat,  and  were  waiting 
to  drag  her  down  to  hell — that  she  could  snieli 
the  timies  of  the  buining  sulphur,  and  iL-ol  tho 
tire  flush  o’er  her  bialy.  I  told  her  not  to  be¬ 
lieve  nor  III  cy  the  devil,  for  he  was  a  liar  from 
the  l.egiimiiig,  and  iibmle  not  in  the  trulli,  and 
to  cease  those  gloi  niy  forebodings,  and  |iut  her 
Irii.st  ill  the  living  God,  wlio  is  good  unto  all, 
w  liose  tender  mercies  nic  over  all  his  works, 
who  is  kind  without  ahatcnieni,  to  the  inithank- 
liil  and  the  evil.
